A PROCLAMATION 


WHEREAS the Act approved February 16, 1938, entitled "Agricul- 


tural Adjustment Act of 1938", provides: 


"Sec. 312. (a) Whenever, on the 15th day of November 
of any calendar year, the Secretary [of Agriculture] finds 
that the total supply of tobacco as of the beginning of the 
marketing year then current exceeds the reserve supply level 
therefor, thé Secretary shall proclaim the amount of such 
total supply, and, beginning on the first day of the marketing 
year next following and continuing throughout such year, a 
national marketing quota shall be in effect for the tobacco 
marketed during such markcting yeare The Secretary shall 
also determine and specify in such proclamation the amount of 
the national marketing quota in terms of the total quantity 
of tobacco which may be marketed, which will make available 
during such marketing year a supply of tobacco equal to the 
reserve supply level. * * ¥"; 


WHEREAS said Act contains, in section 301 (b), the following 


definitions of terms here pertinent; 


Total supply! of tobacco for any marketing year shall 
be the carry~over at the beginning of such marketing year plus 
the estimated production thereof in the United States during 
the calendar year in which such marketing year begins * * *«" 


"'Garry-ever! of tobacco for any marketing year shall 
be the quantity of such tobacco on hand in the United States 
at the beginning of such marketing year, which was produced in 
the United States prior to the beginning of the calendar year 
them current. * * *7 . 


''Marketing year! means, in the case of the following 


commodities, the period boginning on the first and ending with 
the second date specified below:

"Tobacco (flucecured), July 1 - June 30 * * *,"

NIReserve supply evel! of tobacde shall be the normal 
supply plus 5 per centum thereof, to- insure a supply adequate 
to meet domestic consumption and export needs in yenrs of

"The normal supply! of tobacco shall be a normal year's 
domestic consumption and exports plus 175 per centun of o nornal 
year's domestic consumption and 65 per centun son i normmol year's 7" 
exports as an allowance for a normal carry-over." 


"Normal vearle domestic ¢onsuipytion'. in the case of *7* * 
tobacco, shall be the yearly average quantity of the cormodity 
produced in the United States that was consumed in the United 
States during the ten marketing years immediately preceding the 
narketing year in which such consumption is determined, adjusted 
for current trends in such consumption." 


"'tNormal year's exports' in the case of * * * tobacco * * * 
shell be the yearly average quantity of the comiodity produced 
in the United States that was exported fron the United States 
during the ten marketing years * * * immediately preceding the 
marketing year in which such exports are determined, adjusted 
for current trends in such exports." 


WHEREAS said Act provides, in section 301 (c), that."The latest 


available statistics of the Federal Government shall be used by the 
Secretary [of Agriculture] in making the determinations required to be 
nade by the Secretary under this Act. "ts 


WHEREAS section 312 (a) of said Act provides: 


"In connection with the determination and proclamation 
of eny marketing quota for the 1938-1939 marketing year, the 
determination by the Secretary pursuant to subsection (a) of 
this section shall be made and proclaimed within fifteen days 
following the date of the enactment of this Act * * *."; ond 


WHEREAS said Act was enacted on the 16th day of February, 1938: sf

(1) That the "reserve supply level" of flue-cured tobnrcco is 
1,681,000,000 pounds; 


(2) That the "total supply" of flue-cured tobacco for the . 
marketing year for such tobacco beginning July 1, 19387, was 1735, 000) 000 
pounds and excceds the reserve supply level of such tobacco; and 


(3) That the mount of the national marketing quota for flue- 
cured tobacco in terms of the total quantity of such tobacco which may 
be marketed, which will make available during the marketing year dc- 
ginning July 1, 1938, a supply of such tobacco equal to the reserve 
supply level of such tobacco, is 705,000,000 pounds.
